In February 1972, tha Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) 
informed the United States Intelligence Board that they would 
dq unable to continue tha Information Science Center (ISC) 
program at the Defense Intelligence School beyond 30 June 1972 
o a cause of Department of Defense budgetary and personnel cuts, 
out taat space for classrooms and faculty offices could be 
provided xf tha intelligence community wished to give full support 
to tna ISC concept. In March 1S72, the Central Intalligenca 
Agency (Cla) responded that it wished to assume responsibility 
-<or a program in FY 1973 pending detemination of the longer ran<--c 
requirements for information science training and a permanent 
solution^ to tills problem. Shortly thereafter an agreement was

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It is our view. that these responses reflect a growing 
awareness in ail agencies of the need to train a wide range 
of intelligence officers in Information science subjects and 
in the relationships of these methods to the technology avail- 
able to via in our several' agencies. These responses are not 
surprising V7haa xjq consider the inpact that computer based 
systems are having on our intelligence collection, production, 
dissemination,, and support activities, and when we further 
consider the interest that vs all chars in modernizing the 
methods employed In these tasks.

If this proposal is' acceptable CIA is prepared to: 

a. detail a senior Project Manager, three experienced 
Training Officers, and one Training Assistant/ 
Secretary to the joint staff. 

b. retain contract and financial responsibility 
for a back-up commercial computer system. 

c. budget for the cost of books, manuals* other 
peculiar supplies, and for any additional 
audio-visual equipment required for the courses. 
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Additionally, vs would ask £ISA to expand its staff 
co;mriitsj6int to the Cantor by providing two instructors and 
oaa Clark/ i'ypiat. It ia our estimate that this augmented 
staff could provide approximately fifty waaks of instruction 
i:a interagency courses and in segments of information science 
training in internal courses in CIA, DIA and USA. 

The alternative to this proposed course of action would 
involve costly duplication of' staff and facilities in each 
agency and, perhaps, a lowering of the quality training that 
we can achieve if we each detail some of our best training 
talent to a joint effort in this important area.
